XN the dedicatory letter to his brother, 
dated "from my Chamber aC Graiea Inne 
this 30 of January, i;97>" Lord Bacon saya 
that these Essays are published by him "like 
some that have an Orcharde ill neighbored, 
that gather thdr fruit before ti ia ripe, to 
prevent stealing." The "Essays" were en- 
tered in the Register of the Stationers' Com- 
pany on February j, 1597, and the printed 
book was probably issued some time during 
the month of February. 

It seems probable, as we know was the case 
with other books, that the "Essays" had 
been circulated among the author's friends in 
manuscript. "These fragments," he said, 
were "going to print." If the enterprising 
printer who saw their worth really issued an

Sometimes bccautc fbme things are 
in kinde very cafuall^ which it they 
efcapc, prouc excellent, lb that tlie 
kinde is inferior, bccaufeit \\ fo fubiedl 
CO perill^ but that which \% excellent 
being proued is fuperior, as the blof- 
fome of March and the bloflbme of 
May, whereof the French vcrfegocth.

Sometimes^ becaufe the nature of 
fome kindes is to be more equali and 
more mdiftcrenti and not to haue very 
diftant degrees, as hath bene noted \i\ 
the warmer clymatcs, the people are 
generally more wile, but in the Nor- 
rherne climate the wits of chicfc arc 
greater.

HTHis couler fcemctli palpable, fpi it 
is not pluralitie of parta without 
maioritie of partes that makcih thcco« 
tall greater, yet neuerthclcflc it often 
carries the minde away, yea, it decry* 
ueth the fence, as it feemeth to the eye 
a fliprter diftancc of way if it be all 
dead and continued, then ifithaue 
trees or buildings or any other inarkes 
whereby the eye may deuide it • So 
when a great moneyed man hath dcui* 
ded his chells and coines and bags, hec 
feeineth to himftlfc richer then hec 
was , and therefore a way to amplific 
any thing, is to brcake it, and to make 
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an anatomic of it in fcucrall partes^ 
and to examine it according to fcucrall 
circumllanccs , Arid this makcth the 
greater fhew if K be done without or- 
der, for confuGon maketh things muf- 
tcr more, and befidcs what is fet downc 
by order and diuifion, doth demon- 
Urate that nothing is left out or omit- 
ted, but all is there j whereas if it be 
without order,both the minde conipre- 
hendcth leflc that which is fet downe, 
and bcHdes it leaucch a fuipition , as 
if more might be faydc then is cx« 
prefled^ 

This couler deceyueth,if the minde 
of him that is to be perfwadcd, do 
of it felfe ouer*conceiue or preiudgc 
of the greatncflc of any thing, for then 
the breaking of it will make it feemc 
lefle^ becaufe it maketh it appeare 
nioreaccordmg to the truth, and there* 
lore if a man be in (icknes or paync«

So in a deadplaync^ 
the way fecmcth tlic longer, becaufe 
the eye hath preconceyucd it fliorter 
then the truth : and the fruHrating of 
that maketh it feeme longer then the 
truth • Therefore if any man haue an 
ouergreat opinion of any thing, then if 
an other thinke by breaking it into fc- 
uerall conOdcrarions, he ilialliTiakeic 
feeme greater to him, he will be decey- 
lied, and therefore in fuch cafes it is not 
fnfe to deuide, but to extoll the entire 
Hill in general). 

An other cafe wherein this couler 
deceyueth, is, when the matter brokeq 
or deuided is not comprehended by 
the fence or mindc at once in relpedl 
of the dittrafting or fcattering of it, 
and being intire and not deuided , is 
comprehended^ as a hundred poiipdes 
in heapes of fiue poundes will ihewe

So likcwife hcre- 
tipon Jtefifc fiamed the Fable of the 
Fox and the Cat,whereas the Fox brag-

was to dime a trcc,wbich in proofc was 
better worth then all the relt, whereof 
tlic prouerbegrew, MhIu mutt Fnifcs 
fed Felts vnttm magftHm. And in the mq« 
rail of this fable it comes likewise to 
pail c.* That a good fure friend tsa better 
Jieipe at a pinch, then all the liratagem$ 
and pollictes ot a mans ovvne wit. So it 
fHllcthout to bee a common errourin 
ncgociating* whereas men hauc many 
rcaions to induce or pcrfuadc , they 
(Iriuc commonly to vttcr and vfcthem 
all at once.which wcakeneth them. For 
it argueth as was faid,a necdincs in euc- 
ly ot the reafons by it fclfe,as if one did 
ftot trull to any of them, but fled from 
one to another, helping himfelfe onely 
with that. Et qud nonftofHntJwgHlamHl^ 
ta iHHAtit. Indeed in a fet fpeec h in an 
aflembJicitisexpefted a man fliouldc 
vfe all his reafons in the cafe hee hand*

niayllcrs ftileat large which conlilleth 
of niany countries and dominions : the 
French King willed his Chauncellor or 
other miniftcr to rcpcate and fay oucr 
Frauncc as many tinics as the other had 
recited the fcuerail dominions^ inten* 
ding it was equiuaicnt with them all,6c 
behdc more compared and vnitcd. 

There is alfo cippertayning to this 
couler »in other point, why breaking of 
a thing doth heipe it, not by way of ad* 
ding a flicw of magnitude vnto it^ but 
a noteof excellency and raritiej where- 
of the fourmes are, Where fljallyoH fiftde 
fneh a concnrrenceiGreat bnt not compleatj 
for it feemes a Icfle workc of nature or 
fortune to make any thing in his kindc 
greater then ordinarie, then to make a 
Uraunge compofition. 

Yet if it bee narrowly conHdered, 
this colour will bee reprehended or in- 
countrcd by imputing to allcxccllen* 
cics in compoiitions a kind of pouertjc

SVch is the nature of thinges, that 
chinges contrarie and diftantin naw 
rureand qualitie arc alfo feuercd and 
difioyned in place,and thinges like and 
confentinginquahtic are placed, and 
as it were qtiartered together, for part- 
ly in regarde of the nature to fpredde, 
fnultipUeandinfe£l in (imilitude, and 
partly in regard of the nature to break^ 
cxpell and alter that which is difagree- 
ablcandcontrarie,raoftthingesdo ey- 
theraflbciate and draw neere tothem- 
ftliie$thelike,oratleaft affimulatc to 
themfelues that which approchcth neet 
them»anddoe aUb diiuc away, chafe 
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and cxtcrminatethcir contraries. And 
that is the reafon commonly yccldcd 
why the middle region of the aire fhold 
bccoldcfl:,becaufctheSunnc and ftars 
arccythcr hot by dircv^ bcamcsor by 
rcfjcftion. The diiccl bearaes hcatc 
the vppcr region, thercflcfted bcamcs 
from the earth and fcasheate the lower 
Region, That which is in the midded 
being furth«ft* diftant in place from 
thefc two Regions of heate are mo ft di* 
ftant in nature that is coldeft» which is 
that they tearme coldc or hot, fer4nti^. 
fcrifi^fin^ that is inuiro;nng by contra-^^ 
ric$« which was pleafantly taken holde 
of by him that faid that an honeft man. 
in thefe daics muft ncedes be moreho* 
nell then in ages heretofore, frofter atuk 
tipm/?^yj«becaufethe (hutting of him 
in the middeft of contraries muft needs 
make the bonefty flronger and more 
compact in it felfe. 

The reprehcnfion of this colour is , 
firft many things of amplitude in their 
kind doe as it were ingroffe to them«» 
feluesalU aodleaue that which is next 
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them mod dclUtutc, as the fliootes or 
vnderwood that.grow ncare a great and 
fpread trcc,is the moft pyned & flirub- 
bie wood of the field, becaufc the great 
tree doth depriueand decciuctheiiiof 
(appe and nourifhment. So he faith we)^ 
DiHitisfsrHimaximiferHixhnA the com- 
paiifonwas pleafant of him that com** 
pared courtiers attendant in the courtes 
ofprlncesjwithout great place or ofhce» 
to falling dayes^ which were next the 
holy dciics.but otherwifc were the lea- 
nelt dayes in all the weeke* 

An oilier reprchenfion is,t]iat things 
ofgreatncs and predouiinaiicic, though 
they doenote?^icnuatcihcthin^es ad* 
ioyning in fubftancej yet they drownc 
them and obfcure thciti ifi ihcw and ap- 
pearance. And tlierefore the Artro* 
nomcrsCiy, that whereas m all other 
planets coniunftion is the peifcftcil 
^initie: the Sunne contrariwife is good 
\>y afpeft,but euill by coniuniiion. 

A third reprehenfionis becaufe euill 
approcheth to good fometimesfbrcon^ 
ccaiement, foinctimes for protcflkion , 
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atldgoad to coitt fofconucrfion and re- 
^ntation. So hipbcrific draweth necr 
to religion for coucrr &: hy ding it fdfe: 
SdfeUtetvitiHmfrocinitaubom^ &San- 
f^uary men which were coiwoiily inor- 
dinate men & malcfa^orSjWcre wont to 
be nccrell to prieflcs and Prelates and 
holy men, tor the liiaieftie of good 
thinges is fiich, as the confines of them 
arercuered. On the other fide our 5a- 
Uiour charged with neerencs of Publi* 
canes and rioters faid, ThePhifitUnap^ 
frocheth ihefickf ^rather then theV^hoie.

'J^Hc reafon is becaufe the Ring and 
wmorfepfthemindacciifingit felfit

.ward calamities: ForifthccuiU bee in 
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the fence and in the confcience borh^ 
there is a gemination of it^butifeuill be 
in the one and comfort in tlie other^ it 
is a kind of compenfatioo. So the Poetsi 
in tragedies doe niakethe moll pafsio^^ 
nate lamentations^ and thofs that fore-^* 
runne final difpaire^to beaccufing, qmq^ 
flioning and torturing of a mans fcjfr. 

& confrarivvife the extremities of wor- 
thieperl'onshauebeene annihilated in 
the confideration of their owue gooA 
deferuing. Befides \^ hen the eiiill com- 
meth from without , there is left a kindc 
ofcuaporationof griefe,if it come by 
humane iniurie,eyther by indignation 
and meditating of reucngc from our 
felues,orbycxpefting or foreconcey* 
uingthat 2\(jfWf/?i' and retribution will 
takcholdeof the authours of our hart, 
or ifit bee by fortune or accident^ yet 
there is left a kinde of expoftulation a- 
gainft the diuine powers*

The rcpr^henfion of this colour ts 
firftinrcfpeaofhopc, for reforma- 
tion of out faultes is in nojfra fouftatc^ 
but amendment of our fortune firoplie 
is not.

A n other reprebcnfion of thl$ tolwv 
tsinrerpeftof cbe wel bearing of euilst 
fvherewithamaii can charge no bocUe 
but himfelfc> which maketh them the 
leflc. 

Lent fit quU bcntfcrtutanm. And 
therefore many natures^ that are mher 
e^crreamely proude and will take no 
fault to themietuesjor els very trttCj^nd 
deauing to themfelues (when they fee 
the blame of any thing that falles out 
ill moft light yponthemfclues) haueno 
other fhiftbut to bcarc it outweljand 
to make the lead of it, for as wee fee 
when fometimei a fault is committedj 
& before it be known who is to blarney 
much a doe is made of it, but after iftt 
appeare to be done by a lonnci or by a 
witc,oi by a necre f riend^then it is hght 
made of. So much more when a man 
rnull take it vppn himfelfe. And there* 
fore it is commonly feene that women 
that marrie husbandes of their ownc 
choofingagainfl their friends conlentfi 
if they be neucr fo ill vfed.yet yottihall 
feldome fee them compTainebut to ftc

ers,ancl accordingly workcth both con- 
fidence in our feluesand refpeftc and 
authoritie from others. And this felici- 
tieextendcchtoroany cafuall thingcs, 
tvhereunto the care or virtue of man 
cannot extend, and therefore feemeth 
to be a larger good, as when Ca/kr£sgyd 
tothc fsLylcr,(dfatemfartM & fortrndm 
muf^iihch^iAi^Atyt^virtHtanems^ it 
had beene fmall comfort againft a tem- 
pell othenvife then if it might feeme 
vpoti merite to induce fortune. 

N ext, ivhatfoeuer is done by vertue 
and induftrie,feemes cobedone by a 
kinde of habite and arte, and therefore 
open to be imitated and foUowied^ 
whereas felicitie is imitable : So ivee 
generally fee , that things of aatore 
feeme more excellent then things of 
arte, becaufe they be imitable, for 
ifuod imiubtU eflf9tentU ^tkuUmvnf^d* 

Thirdly, felicitie commendeth thofii 
things which camineth without our 
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Dvine labor, for they feemc gifts, and 
the other fecmes peny worths : where* 
upon Plutarch fayth elegantly of the 
aftes of T#i»^/^^»,who was fo tortunate, 
compared with the afles of AgeftUtm 
and Epamtnonddi , That they Vffcre hkg 
Homers verfa the/ ranne fa eafily 4tHd fi 
welt^ and therefore it is rhe word wc 
giue vnto poefie . terming it a happi^ 
vatne^ becaufc facilitie feemeth eaer to 
come from happines. 

Fourthly , this fame prater /pern, vet 
fTdter expeSAtttm « doth increafe the 
price ana pleafure of naany things, and 
this cannot be incident to thofe things 
that proceede from our owne care, and 
compafTe

IT is a pofition in the Mathcmatiques 
that there is no proportion betweene

creafe and decreafe, as to a monocuios 
It is more to loofe one cye^ then to a 
man tliat hath two eyes. So if one hauc 
loft diuers cMldren, it is morcgriefe to 
him to loofe the Jail then all the reft, 
htcmkhcn ffesgregis. And therefore 
SyhilU when flic brought her three 
bookstand had burned two,did double 
the whole price of both the other, be- 
caufe the turning of that had bin grs^ 
JtiS friaathnis, and not dimwHUonts^ 
This couler is reprehended firft in thofc 
things^ the vfe and feruice whereof rc- 
ftcth in fufficiencic , competencie, or 
determinate quantities as if a man be 
to pay one hundreth poundcs vpon a 
pcnaltie, it is more for liim to want xii 
pence, then after that xii pence fuppo- 
fe i to be wanting, to want ten fliillings 
more : So the decay of a mans ellatc 
feemes to be moft touched in the dc* 
g^ee when he firft growes behinde, 
more then afterwards when he proues 
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nothing wuiih. Andhcreof the com:* 
luon fourincsk arc,5rr^ iftfundo fotjbno^ 
f;i>,ancl as good nciicr awhit, as ncucr 
the better, &c« It is reprehended alfo 
in relpeft of that notion, Cotrnfth v* 
'''w , gtmr^tio vltcritu , fo that grndf^ 
frmatioms^ is many times Icfle matter, 
becaufcit giucf the caii(e> andmotiuc 
to lomc new tourfe. As viU^ti'Demofi* 
hcntsrcytxchcnAcA the people for hark* 
ning to the conditions oflired by King 
PlnUip^beingnot honorable nor equal!, 
lie faith they were but elements of their 
floth and weakenes, which itthcy were 
taken away, neceCsiiie woulde teach 
them (Ironger rcfolutions, So Doflor 
HeSor was wont to Dames ofLondoii, 
when they coniplayned they were they 
lould not tell how, but yet they could 
not endure to take any medicine, he 
would lell them, Their W4iy was onely 
to be Gcke, for then they would beglad 
to takca^iy medicine. 

Thirdly, thiscouler may be repre- 
hended , ill refpeft that the degree of 
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jlecreafe is more fenfitiue, then the cle* 
«ree ofpriuaticii} for in themindeo^ 
siiao> griiim diminHtionis may worke a 
wauenngbetweeue hope and feare^and 
ib keepe the minde in fufpence from 
fctling and accommodating in patiece, 
and refoltttion ^ hereof the common 
fburmes are> Setter tje ontj then ^U^ayes 
dkf^ make or marre,&c. 

for the fecond braunch of this couler, 
it depends vpoiuhe fame generall rca* 
fon: hence grew the common place of 
extolling the beginning of euery things 
DimidtH (jHt bene cetfit habet. This made 
the Aftrologers fo idle astoiudge of a 
mans nature and delliny by the confteU 
lation of the moment of his natmitie^ 
or conception. This couler is repte« 
hended) bccaufe many inceptions are 
but as EficHYUs termeth them^ tcntd* 
pienta, that is^ imperfeft offers , and 
eflayes, which vanifli and come to no 
fubllance without an iteration^ fo as in 
fuch cares the fecond degree feemes the^ 
wofl97ycft> as the body-horfc in the
